The 
election was not a goal in itself, 
and its result has not removed the 
problems. And what you and your 
neighbors think about them will 
determine, eventually, the solutions 
to be applied. We must tackle them 
with renewed vigor, putting them 
above any lingering resentment 
that a minority inevitably feels 
toward the majority’s choice for 
president. 


This is no time to be looking 
backward. Let’s add our weight to 
the great push forward that will 


someday bring this nation to a| 


steady, lasting prosperity beyond 
anything we have heretofore 
known.

Winant Scores Scheme 


John G. Winant, former chair- 
{man of the social seeurity board, 
|in a vigorous radio address at 
| Washington, D. C., condemned the 
“misleading” information regard- 
|ing the federal social security act 
inserted in workers’ pay envelopes 
and placed on posters and bulletins 
| by employers. 

Asserting that these various no- 


| ductions will be made from the 
| workers’ pay beginning January 1, 
1937, to finance the cost of the 
social security program,” Mr. Win- 
ant said: 

“These 


statements are 


misstate the amount of tax that 
will be paid. Even worse, they are 
completely silent or cast doubt 
upon the benefits which the work- 
ers will obtain as a result of these 


so far as to suggest that the gov- 
ernment may not live up to its 
promise—that congress will mis- 
appropriate the money for other 
purposes.” 

“This sort of propaganda is 
shoddy politics,” Mr. Winant added. 
“It does not give a square deal to 
workers; it is not fair play; it is in- 
consistent with the principles of 
democratic government; it is un- 
American. 

“Any political message in a 
workers’ pay envelope is coercion. 
|It is a new form of the old threat 
to shut down the mill if the em- 
ployers’ candidate isn’t elected. We 
are supposed to be beyond that in 
this country.” 


Old Guard Goes to Court 
In Relief Record Clash 


Old guard republicans of New 
Jersey recently sought an order 
from the district court at Wash- 
ington compelling Harry L. Hop- 
kins to give them access to relief 
records. The case will be argued 
soon. 

Suit was brought when Hopkins 
declared that New Jersey politi- 
cians wanted the names of persons 
on relief in order to coerce and 
intimidate them into contributing 
to campaign funds.

Denton Criticizes 
Shapiro for False 
Statement Tuesday 


Following is a statement issued 
by Warren G. Denton, of 
the warehousemen’s the 
bay district: 

“ Mr. L. H. Shapiro, chairman of 
the wholesale grocery industry 
San Francisco, Tuesday released to 
the press an hysterical statement 
devoid of all facts and sent a wire 
to the navy department which is 
false. The Warehousemen’s Union, 
Local 38-44 informed all hospitals, 
army and navy and other govern- 
mental bodies that they would co- 
operate in full with them toward 
the end that supplies required 
would be handled by our members. 

“According to the statement is- 
sued by Mr. Shapiro, he evidently 
objects strenuously to the fact that 
the warehousemen’s union is will- 
ing to co-operate with the proper 
agencies for the movement of the 
necessary supplies. 

“The warehousemen’s union has 
made every effort to co-operate 
toward the settlement of the pres- 
ent dispute with the wholesale gro- 
cery industry. At our very last con- 
ference with them a compromise 
proposal was made to these em- 
ployers on the fundamental issues. 
On one issue we asked an adjust- 
ment and on the other we were

GREEN TELLS COUNCIL 
OF REGISTERING FOR 
SOCIAL SECURITY ACT 


In order to guarantee the future 
validity of benefici the 
cial security act which provides for 
the payment of old age benefits, it 
is necessary that the names of all 
wage earners be recorded. This ac- 
tion must be taken in order to pro- 
tect the rights of the workers and 
the guarantees accorded them un- 
der the provisions of the social se- 
curity law. Within the next few 
weeks official registration of 26 
million wage earners by the fed- 
eral government will take place, 
an action which is designed to be 
the first step in the beginning of 
the plan for old age benefits. Pres- 
ent and future beneficiaries of this 
act and all their friends must co- 
operate in order to make this reg- 
istration a complete success. 

I cannot at this tlme advise you 
of the official dates as to when reg- 
istration will begin. However, I 
feel justified in saying that it will 
start in November. You will re- 
ceive from official sources full in- 
structions as to what will take 
place when nation-wide registra- 
tion is undertaken. 

My purpose in writing is to ad- 
vise you in advance of the govern- 
ment’s plan to register the wage 
earners of the nation and to rec- 
ommend that you give this plan 
and program a full measure of sup- 
port. Organized tabor and its 
friends must see to it that the plan 
| does not fail. The memvers of or- 
| ganized labor must register ana 
must assist in securing full and 
complete registration of all wage 
earner. No injury will be done

tions exceeded 1935 by 58 per cent. Early reports for the 
third quarter show a 60 per cent increase in earnings over 
the third quarter of 1935 for 102 companies. The nine 
months’ gain for these companies was 55.5 per cent.” | 

Comparing the profits and dividends taken by the | 
owners of industry with the wages paid the workers, the 
survey said: | 

“Without question, American industry has been in a 
position to grant substantial wage increases to workers 
this year. That they have not done so is a matter of 
serious concern to all citizens, because it means an 
eventual shortage of buying power. Because industry is 
now rapidly expanding the shortage is not noticed. It 
will be felt when a new peak is reached and buying power | 
fails to sustain further production. 

“Instead of wage increases, industry has granted in- | 
creases to stockholders. Dividend payments of 492 com- 
panies have increased 23 per cent this year over last year, | 
rising from an average yearly rate of $1.13 per share in | 
1935 to $1.40 in 1936." | 

Citing standard statistics reports that 125 extra divi- | 
dends were declared in September, 1936, compared with | 
56 in September, 1935, the survey added: | 

“A number of companies have increased dividends to | 
reduce surplus and thus avoid the tax on corporation sur- 
pluses. Since surpluses can also be reduced by increasing 
wages, there was no need to favor those who invest 
money above those who invest labor. 

“Workers’ weekly income has increased more than 
hourly earnings because hours have been lengthened. By | 
working two hours longer and by receiving half a cent | 
more per hour, workers have added $1.11 to their weekly 
pay, raising the average wage level from $21.35 to $22.53. 
This Is 5.5 per cent increase, somewhat more than the in- 
crease in cost of living, so that the average weekly wage 
of 1936 will buy 3.1 per cent more than that of last year. 

““Workers’ total income has increased more than either 
weekly wages or hourly earnings because there have been 
more at work this year than last. In September, 1936, 
employment exceeded last year by 2,250,000. Total in- 
come has risen |1.8 per cent from $23,751,000,000 in 
the first eight months of 1935 to $26,547,000,000 in the 
same months of 1936. (These figures omit farm labor.) 

“Accounting for the rise in living costs, this repre- 
sents a 9.3 per cent gain in workers’ buying power, in- 
creasing our home market for industry’s product by 
$3,300,000,000 for the year. These figures show that re- 
employment is vital to the nation; buying power could 
have been increased vastly more however if wages had 
been raised commensurately with industry's capacity to 
pay, and if hours had not been lengthened. 

“Any gain in workers’ income is important, but to 
raise workers’ income by sacrificing for those at work and 
possible jobs for those without work is by no means con- 
structive. It does not represent an equitable sharing of the 
wealth created by the joint efforts of management and 
workers. Industry this year has been in a position to raise 
wages by a substantial amount, but it has increased aver- 
age hourly wages by less than | per cent. 

The survey also expressed the opinion that the three- 
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power gold agreement between the United States, Great 
Britain and France benefits the workers in all countries 
because currency stabilization, coupled with lifting of 
tariff barriers, “tend to release international trade for 
growth, and growth of international trade means more 
work for wage earners in all countries.

Procedure Outlined 


The following are the rules of 
procedure under the plan for the 
settlement of jurisdictional dis- 
putes approved by the convention 
of the building trades department 
of the American Federation of 
Labor, March 25, 1936: 


1. Disputes over union jurisdic- 
tion will generally arise locally and 
the first effort to settle them will 
be local. Wherever in any com- 
munity any plan for the settlement 
of such disputes is in effect it shall 
be used in the first instance to 
bring about an agreement or 
| settlement. Any local agreement 
| or settlement will be for the par- 
ticular job only. An appeal may 
|be taken directly to the referee by 
| an international union affected by 
| the terms of any local agreement 
| or settlement. 


2. If no local settlement is 
achieved then the president of the 
| building .trades department, under 
Rule 37 of the constitution of the 
building trades department, noti- 
fies the international presidents of 
the unions concerned, and directs 
| that they or their representatives 
j} adjust the dispute. Failure for 
five days to adjust the dispute or 
to meet, places the matter auto- 
| matically in the hands of the presi-

ment who may render a decision.

A complete ban on giving away 
more pulp-wood concessions for 
government forests was announced 
by Premier Hepburn of Ontario in 
explaining the policy of the On- 
tario government of leasing con- 
cessions without calling for ten- 
ders. He declared that in the past 
certain groups had received large 
areas of pulp wood and that at 
present “people are holding hun- 
dreds of thousands of acres where 
there has never been an axe.” 


He asserted that “these people 
have tied up the north country, 
but, taking advantage of the war 
scare in Europe, we are going to 
open it up,” adding: 

“What we are doing is to take 
| away the concessions from those 
who have been holding them so 
long and we are leasing them to 
operators who will really cut the
